REINDEER TO 8E CONSERVED 


United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture Conducting Series of Experi­ 
ments With the Animala. 


When Alaska becomes so cold th a t 
an ordinary Jersey cow would freeze 
solid without a struggle, the reindeer 
blows a cloud of steam over Ills shoul­ 
der and wonders when there’ll he an 
end to the muggy weather. 
Nor is the 
reindeer dependent 
upon 
corn-filled 
silos and cotton seed meal for his win­ 
ter ration. 
He ask* only a chance to 
get out on the frosty barren, wheae lie 
can scrape the snow from the frozen 
moss, and tie’ll obtain his own ration 
for the long eight months of cold 
weather. 
These 
are 
the 
attributes 
which make the reindeer the domestic 
animal of th** natives rn1 Alaska, to 
whom some form of animal industry Is 
essential. 
Realizing the economic Importance 
of this unique animal, the bureau of 
biological survey. United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, 
has 
estab­ 
lished an experimental station a t Un­ 
alakleet, Alaska. The rn w station has 
a grazing export and u veterinarian In 
Its personnel and it is supplied with a 
well-equipped laboratory. 
It- prim ary 
purpose is to serve tin* reindeer indus­ 
try ay assisting the owners to rid 
their herds <»f parasitic pests which 
have 
inflicted 
considerable 
dam age 
heretofore, and to obtain hefter utiliza­ 
tion of lite pasturage by regulating the 
grazing lands. Crowding tin* herds in­ 
to limited areas has encouraged the 
development of parasites and has les­ 
sened tfie reindeer'- food supply. Re­ 
ports received h\ the department in­ 
dicate that the new station is already 
correcting flies,, troubles, 
it is ex­ 
pected that a bulletin on the reindeer

AT a conference held a t Dallas the 
last days of March between represen­ 
tatives of the In terstate Commerce

showing th at present freight rates are 
excessive, in many instances prohibit­ 
ive, and th a t much produce in Texas is 
being perm itted to rot in the fields be­ 
cause it can only be shipped to market 
a t a loss. It was urged from the ship- 
p e r’s standpoint th at a reduction iii 
the prevailing freight rate would stim­ 
ulate shipments and th a t the increased 
tonnage would more than compensate 
the roads for their losses from lowered 
rates.
